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PREFACE. 

The  Health  Committee  has  had  a  feeling  of  frustration  owing 
to  so  many  of  its  “health-giving”  functions  being  held  in  abey¬ 
ance  owing  to  restrictions  brought  about  by  war  conditions. 

Houses  totally  unfit  for  human  habitation  are  still  occupied 
and  in  some  cases  overcrowded.  Even  Council  houses  are  in  many 
cases  housing  double  the  number  assessed  by  -the  Health  Com¬ 
mittee  as  being  the  maximum  number  to  live  in  them.  An 
adequate  supply  of  houses  must  be  provided  if  we  are  to 
safeguard  the  health  of  the  citizens,  especially  the  younger 
generation.  We  know  that  the  Housing  Committee  are  also 
concerned  at  this  state  of  affairs  and  have  done  all  that  is  possible 
to  reduce  the  evil  to  the  minimum.  It  speaks  well  for  the  general 
conditions  in  Norwich  that  we  have  been  able  to  avoid  an 
epidemic  of  disease  under  these  adverse  conditions,  but  we  are 
favoured  with  being  an  almost  smokeless  city,  with  factories 
electrified,  this  assisting  greatly  in  securing  such  ventilation  that 
the  houses  do  admit  sunlight  and  pure  air. 

We  are  still  awaiting  for  the  Mass  Micro-Radiography 
apparatus,  by  which  we  hope  to  nip  in  the  bud  the  malignant 
scourge  of  tuberculosis  by  securing  an  early  diagnosis  of  the 
Ciisease.  With  the  cessation  of  hostilities  in  Europe  and  signs 
that  the  Pacific  war  might  come  to  a  close  at  an  early  date,^ve 
are  hopeful  of  being  able  to  report  on  the  early  stages  of ’this 
work  in  our  next  report. 

Despite  all  the  handicaps  arising  from  war  conditions,  it  is 
satisfactory  to  report  the  low  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  of  33. 6o  per 
thousand  live  births,  and  although,  as  the  M.O.H.  points  out 
this  IS  not  as  good  as  the  1939  record  of  27.77,  it  compares  favour¬ 
ably  with  the  rate  of  46  per  thousand  for  England  and  Wales  or 
even  with  that  of  the  country  which  is  looked  upon  as  being  ine 
of  the  healthiest  in  the  world.  New  Zealand,  whose  infant 
mortality  rate  in  1939  was  32  per  thousand  live  births. 

4-1  satisfactory  state  of  affairs  we  must  give  credit  to 

the  mcAlical  and  nursing  staffs  who  have  given  enthusiastic  service 
and  also  to  such  services  as  given  by  the  Parks  and  Gardens 
Conimittee  and  the  Housing  Committee,  wherebv  expectant 
mothers  and  young  people,  who  will  fill  the  position  of  wives  and 
nio  ois  in  ater  yeais,  have  ample  opportunity  of  breathing  pure 
fTdC/k.N*  condemned  to  fill  their  lungs  with  foul  gases 


Our  experiment  in  appointing  a  Home  Adviser  is  well 
iustilied,  and  our  collal)oration  with  the  Housing  Commhtee 
regarding  unsatisfactory  houses  is  bound  tO'  i^rove  ot  positive 

The  Bio-chemist  is  functioning  under  the  guidance  of  the 
]Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and,  among  other  work,  he  has  been 
engaged  in  the  anal^^sis  of  meals,  but  although  progressive  reports 
have'been  issued  from  time-to-time,  w'e  await  his  final  conclusions 
on  a  subject  wdiich  might  result  in  each  individual  child  being  fed 
ill  such  a  inanner  as  to  give,  as  nearly  as  possible,  satisfactory 

results  from  the  physical  point  of  view .  ^ 

We  have  met  representatives  from  Hie  Norfolk  County 
Council  and  the  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Hospital  on  the  question 
cf  Cancer  treatment,  and  the  relationship  between  ouisel\es  and 
the  Voluntary  Hospital  augurs  w^ell  for  future  discussions  betw^een 
the  two  bodies  on  such  questions  as  the  demai cation  of  functions, 
1)uildings  and  equipment  in  order  to  secure  a  first-class  medical 
unit  to  serve  the  interests  of  the  people  as  a  whole. 

We  have  held  joint  meetings  with  the  Social  Welfare  Com¬ 
mittee  with  a  view^  to  implementing  the  decision  of  the  City 
Council  that  the  Woodlands  Hospital  shall  be  appropriated  by 
the  Health  Committee  wdthin  a  year  of  the  cessation  of  hostilities 
in  Europe,  and  w-e  hope  to  submit  joint  proposals  to  the  Council 
in  the  near  future. 

In  fact,  much  time  and  thought  have  been  spent  during  the 
year  in  the  consideration  of  medical  and  hospital  policy. 

The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee  is  gravely  con¬ 
cerned  at  the  inadequate  supply  of  Maternity  beds  in  the  city. 
iMany  of  the  Private  Nursing  Homes  have  closed  dowm  through 
war  conditions  and  the  remaining  few  are  full  to  capacity  and  a 
crisis  was  only  averted  by  the  provision  of  42  beds  at  the 
Woodlands  Hospital,  which  Hospital,  in  pre-war  days,  was  only 
designed  and  equipped  for  a  small  ward  of  five  beds. 

"This  matter  is  one  of  paramount  importance,  and  your. 
Committee  has  approved  plans  for  the  building  of  a  new  Home 
on  Bluebell  Road  for  fifty  beds,  12  of  which  are  allocated  to  the 
County,  and  it  is  the  hope  of  your  Committee  that  when  these 
plans  are  presented  to  the  Council,  every  efi^ort  will  be  made  to 
obtain  priority  in  building,  as  the  need  is  urgent. 

We  conclude  by  tendering  our  thanks  to  all  the  staff,  from 
the  M.O.H.  downwards,  in  the  knowledge  that  they  have  ren¬ 
dered  splendid  service  under  most  difficult  conditions.

My  Lord  I\Iayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg'  to  submit,  as  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  the 
abridged  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1944. 

There  were  many  medical  staff  changes  in  1944;  these  are 
detailed  on  page  55,  Dr.  Hamerton  was  at  first  resident  at  the 
Isolation  Hospital,  but  when  Dr.  Lejbowicz^  came  in  June  he 
became  Resident  Medical  Officer  at  the  Isolation  Hospital.  Miss 
Adams,  Matron  at  the  Isolation  Hospital,  left  us  on  31st  October, 
1944  having  successfully  seen  us  ’through  our  blitzes.  Miss 
Gallagher  took  up  duties  as  Matron  at  the  Isolation  Hospital 
on  Isl  November,  1944. 

The  Registrar-General  estimated  our  civilian  population  for 
the  year  at  104,600,  a  slight  increase.  The  death  rate  was  again 
lowered  to  13-22  and  the  rise  in  birth  rate  continued,  reaching 
20-47.  This  is  the  highest  figure  since  1921,  and  the  rise  ot  the 
last  year  or  two  is  presumably  due  partly  to  war  influences  bu 
mainly  to  the  marriages  resulting  from  the  high  bnth  late  m 


1920-21. 

Although  the  war  still  had  considerable  affect  in  a  variety 
of  ways  on  the  lives  of  the  Citizens,  things  were  sloudy  but 
steadily  tending  towards  more  normal  conditioris.  In  t  us 
respect  I  should  like  to  refer  to  the  Infantile  Mortality  Rate.  It 
will  be  seen  that  the  Infantile  IMortality  has  dropped  further  to 
the  fio-ure  of  33-65  per  1000  live  births.  We  have  not  yet  quite 
returned  to  our  1939  record  of  27-77,  but  33-65  is  quite  a  reason¬ 
able  figure,  particularly  considering  the  relatively  high  birth 
rate  and  bearing  in  mind  the  rate  of  60-24  which  we  had  in  1940. 
With  regard  to  the  latter  figure  I  have  been  puzzled  for  some 
time  as  to  the  reason  for  that  relatively  high  figure.  At  the 
time  I  put  it  down  to  the  Influenza  of  which  we  had  a  certain 
amount  that  year,  but  1  was  never  satisfied  with  j 

and  the  course  of  the  Infantile  Mortality  rate  since  1940  has  lead 
me  to  the  conclusion  that  it  was  generally  due  to  anxiety  and 
worry  amongst  the  mothers  of  the  City.  The  terrible 
the  1914-18  War  were  still  fresh  in  everybody  s  minds,  and  they 
saw  their  husbands  and  sweethearts  going  to  the  same  fate.  None 
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'•of  US  knew  what  was  going  to  happen,  particularly  as  this  City 
was  one  of  the  nearest  to  Germany.  Another  factor  of  import¬ 
ance  in  producing  the  high  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  of  1940  was 
that  the  Health  Visitors  were  not  able  tO'  do  so'  much  visiting  in 
the  home,  having  tO'  spend  part  of  their  time  in  A.R.P.  activities 
at  the  First  Aid  Posts,  etc.  Anxiety  has  decreased  as  the  course 
of  the  war  and  its  probable  outcome  gradually  became  more 
clear,  even  though  this  City  was  more  heavily  bombed  in  the 
later  years,  and  the  Health  Visitors  were  more  and  more  able  to 
resume  their  proper  activities,  with  the  steadily  decreasing  In¬ 
fantile  Mortality  Rate  to  the  reasonably  satisfactory  figure  of 
33-65  in  1944.  However,  the  still-birth  rate  rose  to  33-01  and  the 
maternal  mortality  rate  rose  to  2-32  per  1000  total  births  on  the 
Registrar-GeneraPs  figures  of  5  maternal  deaths.  There  were  2 
other  deaths  associated  with  maternify  which  could  Avell  have 
been  included.  It  is  difficult  to  say  why  we  should  have  had 
that  rise  in  maternal  mortality,  but  of  the  5  deaths,  2  of  them  were 
due  to  septic  causes,  while  in  the  2  previous  years  we  have  had 
no>  maternal  deaths  due  to  sepsis.  I  cannot  say  that  these  deaths 
were  due  to  any  difficulty  in  obtaining  medical  assistance,  but 
the  fact  remains  that,  owing  to^  the  absence  of  their  colleagues 
with  the  Forces,  the  Medical  Practitioners  of  the  City  have  been 
over-busy  during  the  war  years. 

The  Maternity  Home  at  Earlham  Hall  with  the  Ante-Natal 
Clinics  at  4,  Earlham  Road,  have  had  a  useful  and  successful 
year  in  spite  of  the  conditions  at  Earlham  Hall,  which  is  not  too 
good  for  this  purpose.  However,  a  large  number  of  mothers 
have  been,  successfully  confined  at  Earlham  Hall,  and  the  Pupil 
Midwives  continue  to  pass  the  necessary  examinations;  all  con¬ 
cerned  are  to  be  congratulated.  The  Alaternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Conimittee  again  owes  thanks  to  the  Social  Welfare 
Committee  and  the  Woodlands  Hospital  for  taking  in  a  great 
bulk  of  Maternity  patients  for  institutional  confinement.  The 
Domiciliary  IMidwifery  Service  continued  in  great  activity.  The 
increase  in  birth  rate  has  increased  the  work  of  the  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Section  generally,  including  that  bf  the 
Health  Visitors  and  Infant  Welfare  Centres. 

The  infectious  diseases,  fortunately,  were  relatively  quiet. 
The  food  poisoning  cases  notified  showed  an  increase,  but  this 
was  probably  merely  better  notification,  and  I  hope  that  this  will 
continue. 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  both  Pulmonary  and 
non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  cases  notified  during  the  year,  but 
the  total  number  of  deaths  remained  the  same  with  1  less  Pul¬ 
monary  and  1  more  non-Pulmonary  death. 
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We  are  still  beiiiR  baulked  from  getting-  our  promised  mass 
radiogra])hy  unit  by  the  impossibility  of  getting  a  suitable 
medical  practitioner. 

The  Scabies  Clinic  continued  very  active  but  there  was  a 
slight  decrease  in  the  figures,  and  there  is  just  a  faint  hope 
appearing  that  we  may  be  getting  the  lietter  of  this  contagion. 
Vermin  continued  to  be  troublesome.  On  the  8rd  July,  1944,. 
the  lulucation  (Sub)  Physical  Care  Committee  passed  the  fol¬ 
lowing  resolution  : — “That  the  Health  Committee  be  asked  that 
on  the  first  occasion  where  nits  are  found  in  the  heads  of  child-ren 
in  schools,  the  Scabies  Order  should  not  be  ])Ut  into  cpeiation 
where  the  family  is  known  to  the  School  IMedical  Officer  ^or  to 
the  Head  Teacher  to  be  clean  and  of  reasonable  standards.”  By 
their  resolutions  on  the  ‘d5th  July,  1944  and  28th  November, 
1944^  the  Health  Committee  decided  to  adopt  this  policy. 

The  Isolation  Hospital  is  short  of  nursing  staff  like  so  many 
other  hospitals;  under  these  circumstances  it  is  a  stiuggle  to 
maintain  the  highest  efficiency,  but  this  is  done  to  the  utmost 
extent  possible. 

Cancer  accounted  for  205  deaths;  this  is  a  slight  deciease  as 
compared  with  1943. 

There  were  379  blind  persons  on  the  register  on  31st  IMarch, 
1945,  a  slight  decrease  compared  wdth  the  previous  year.  Some 
of  the  blind  evacuated  during  the  raids  have  not  >et  letuined 
andi.  we  again  owe  thanks  to  the  Great  Yarmouth  Borough  Coun¬ 
cil  for  still  retaining  some  of  our  cases  at  Burnham. 

During  the  year,  172  medical  examinations  of  employees  or 
candidates  for  posts  were  carried  out  by  the  medical  officers  of 
this  department;  this  is  practically  the  same  as  in  1943.  In  July, 
1944,  the  Staff  and  Wages  Committee  resolved  that  all  manual 
workers  should  be  medically  examined  after  4  weeks  continuous 


absence. 

The  Civil  Defence  work  of  the  department  still  had  to  receive 
attention  during  the  year,  but  its  activity  was  naturally  in¬ 
fluenced  bv  the  course  of  the  w’ar. 


The  different  works  of  the  Bio-Chemist  and  the  Home  Ad¬ 
viser  continued  in  an  unspectacular  manner,  but  both  have  had 
encouraging  results  and  hold  promises  for  the  future.  The  Bio- 
Chemist’s  report  is  on  pages  35 — 37. 


5Ir.  Kirby,  the  Senior  Sanitary  'Inspector,  has  suffered 
through  both  changes  in  staff  and  decreased  .staff;  nevei  tireless, 
he  and  the  staff  left  have  done  all  that  they  possibly  could_  to 
keep  up  the  S-aiiitary  inspecting  work  and  the  refuse  collecting 
and  salvage  work  of  the  City.  W^ith  regaid  to  the  lattei,  I  shall 
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Infantile  Mortality. 

Deaths  from  stated  Causes  in  Weeks  .ind  Months  under  One  Year  of  Age. 
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be  very  glad  indeed  to  see  the  last  of  the  Pig  p'ood  Salvage  Bins 
scattei ed  throughout  the  City.  In  my  opinion  they  are  an 
abomination  which  ought  to  be  abolished  at  the  earliest  possible 
moment,  even  if  they  are  earning  profit. 

regard  to  Orthopaedic  work  it  has  been  increasingly 
dimcult  ovei  the  war  years  to  get  surgical  instruments  and 
boots  and  the  delay  in  getting  these  or  in  getting  even  surgical 
boots  repaired  became  very  serious.  The  difficulties  of  obtaining 
surgical  boots  made  the  necessity  for  repair  of  these  items  still 
more  urgent,  but  I  have  to  thank  a  private  gentleman  in 
a  prmiiinent  shoe  firm  in  the  City  for  repairing,  free  of  charge  to 
the  Corporation  or  parents,  many  very  ‘Tar-gone”  boots  and 
shoes  foi  these  small  patients,  and  in  doing  it  with  great  rapidity. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  record  the  very  excellent  help  we  are 
getting  from  the  Kmergency  Public  Health  laboratory  in  the 
Isolation  Hospital  grounds,  and  I  am  glad  to  take  this  opportun¬ 
ity  of  thanking  Dr.  A.  Macdonald  and  his  staff  for  their  ever 
ready  collaboration. 

It  is  both  a  duty  and  a  pleasure  to  thank  the  staff  of  the 
Health  Department  for  the  high  standard  of  work,  keenness 
and  leliability  which  they  continue  to  display  in  spite  of  diffi- 
culties  Much  of  this  is  due  to  the  example  of  Mr.  Howard,  the 
Chmf  Clerk  at  Churchman  House.  The  work  of  Mr.  H.  Mallett, 
Chief  Clerk  in  the  Sanitary  Inspectors’  section,  has  also  always 
been  meritorious.

GENERAL. 

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

With  the  passage  of  the  War,  Social  conditions  improved 
slightly  in  1944  in  that  there  was  less  necessity  for  shelter  life. 
However,  there  were  still  plenty  of  disabilities  left  to  the  popula- 
'  tion  by  the  War.  Before  the  War  I  received  comments  from 
visitors  to  Norwich  on  the  abundance,  excellence  and  cheapness 
of  our  fruit  supply.  This  was  as  it  should  be  seeing  that  Norwich 
is  surrounded  by  agricultural  land  where  a  good  deal  of  fruit 
is  grown.  Unfortunately,  it  has  no  longer  been  the  case  during 
the  War  years.  Fruit  and  vegetables  have  been  relatively  scarce 
and  very  dear,  though,  indeed,  other  parts  of  the  country  may 
have  been  even  worse  off.  Another  very  serious  item  has  been 
the  difficulties  put  in  the  way  of  people  keeping  themselves 
clean.  The  more  easily  washable  type  of  goods  of  cotton  and 
similar  materials,  e.g.,  sheets,  pillowslips,  underwear,  etc.,  have 
been  very  scarce  and  very  dear  and  sometimes  practically  im¬ 
possible  to  obtain.  Moreover,  soap  and  soap  products  have  been 
scarce.  This  is  all  the  more  serious  particularly  because  of  the 
heavy  damage  to  our  laundries  which  Norwich  suffered.  If 
blankets  have  to  be  used  without  sheets  they  do  not  get  the 
washing  that  sheets  would  get  in  the  ordinary  household.  Fender 
those  circumstances  it  has  been  a  very  severe  struggle  for  the 
people  to  keep  clean  at  all.  It  is  recorded,  with  every  probability 
of  truth,  that  when  the  easily  washable  materials  were  first  intro¬ 
duced  in  place  of  heavy  woollen  fabrics  there  was  a  great  im¬ 
provement  in  the  cleanliness  of  clothes  and  it  is  unfortunate 
that  we  have  had  the  set-back  in  this  direction  during  the  War. 
The  soap  ration  was,  perhaps,  sufficient  for  those  households 
who  send  a  large  proportion  of  their  washing  to  the  laundries 
but  produced  difficulties  in  those  households  where  most  of  the 
washing  is  done  at  home.  Moreover,  the  extra  amount  of  time 
required  to  do'  the  shopping  under  War  conditions  as  compared 
with  the  pre-War  arrangements  and  the  extra  work  which  women 
have  undertaken  reduced  the  amount  of  time  available  for  clean¬ 
ing.  It  is  an  urgent  matter  that  soap  and  washable  materials  are 
restored  to  us  as  soon  as  possible.  Further,  the  arrangem.ents 
with  regard  to  the  milk  supply,  though  perhaps  inevitable  at 
the  time,  have  not  been  conducive  to  a  satisfactory  supply  in 
some  districts. 

LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

Specimens  are  examined  at  the  Emergency  Public  Health 
Laboratory  situated  in  the  grounds  of  the  Isolation  Hospital.  A 
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Tecord  of  the  work  done  during  the  year  is  shown  on  pages  41-42. 
IReference  is  made  to  the  chemical  and  bacteriological  examina- 
vtions  of  food  on  pages,  25  and  27.

NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. 

These  facilities  and  arrangements  made  by  the  Local  Author¬ 
ity  remained  unaltered. 

DOMESTIC  HELPS. 

The  scheme  prepared  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  the 
provision  of  domestic  help  in  cases  of  sickness,  infirmity,  etc., 
was  adopted  by  the  Health  Committee,  but  in  view  of  the  acute 
.shortage  of  domestic  labour  available  it  is  doubtful,  if  in  the 
near  future,  anything  can  be  done  to  assist  in  necessitous  cases. 
Reference  on  page  34  is  made  to  the  scheme  for  supplying  Home 
Helps  in  maternity  cases. 

TREATMENT  CENTRES  AND  CLINICS. 

Treatment  of  Venereal  Diseases.  The  arrangements  for  the 
Venereal  Disease  Clinics  remained  unchanged.  2755  specimens 
were  sent  to  the  laboratory  at  the  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Hospital; 
1341  from  the  clinics,  1184  from  Hospitals  and  other  Institutions, 
and  230  from  private  practitioners.  414  males  and  556  females 
attended  the  Clinics  during  the  year,  of  whom  149  males  and 
229  females  were  new  cases. 

The  Medical  Superintendent  of  the  Mental  Hospital  informs 
me  that  5  male  and  1  female  general  paralytics  were  admitted  to 
that  Institution  during  the  year. 

Regulation  33B  which  provides  for  the  compulsory  treatment 
of  venereal  disease  under  certain  circumstances  came  into  opera¬ 
tion  in  November,  1942. 

From  8th  January  to  31st  December,  1943,  1  male  and  41 
female  contacts  were  notified  by  special  practitioners.  Of  these, 
efforts  were  made  to  persuade  10'  females  to  attend  the  clinic  for 
examination  before  being  notified  a  second  time,  of  whom  9 
attended  and  were  examined.  2  female  contacts  were  notified  on 
two  or  more  occasions,  and  were  examined  after  persuasion. 

From  1st  January  to  31st  December,  1944,  68  female  con¬ 
tacts  were  notified  by  special  practitioners.  Endeavours  were 
made  to  persuade  27  of  these  to^  attend  the  clinic  for  examination 
before  being  notified  a  second  time,  of  whom  19  attended  and 
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were  examined.  4  female  contacts  were  notified  on  two  or  more 
occasions,  3  being  examined  after  persuasion,  and  1  after  being 

served  with  a  statutory  notice. 

Some  contacts  are  only  notified  by  their  Christian  oi  nick¬ 
names,  and  thus  prove  somewhat  difficult  to  trace  when  no 
address  is  given.  Some  are  engaged  on  war  work,  and  others 
kee])  irregular  hours,  and,  therefore,  are  not  easily  found  for 
interview.  These  factors  cause  cousiderable  delay. 

Successful  assistance  from  the  Police  and  British  T^Iihtary 
Authorities  has  been  received.  The  U.S.A.  Contact  Nurses  who 
were  attached  locally  until  early  Septembei,  1944,  have  also  given 
valuable  co-operation  in  tracing  and  interviewing  contacts. 

Propaganda  Posters  supplied  by  the  INIinistry  of  Health  have 
been  displayed  from  time  to  time  in  various  Public  Conveniences, 

jMunicipal  Offices  and  Libraries. 

In  addition  to  these  contacts  notified  under  Regulation  33B, 
all  other  cases  and  families  reported  from  the  Infant  Welfare 
Centres,  School  Medical  Inspections,  Ante-natal  and  Post-natal 
Clinics  and  those  recorded  on  the  Weekly  Death  and  Still-liiith 
Returns  are  followed  up  where  possible.

INSTITUTIONAL  PROVISION  FOR  THE  CARE  OF 

MENTAL  DEFECTIVES. 

The  Council  provides  accommodation  at  Eaton  Grange 
Certified  Institution  for  50  high  grade  female  adult  defectives, 
but  the  number  on  the  books  on  the  31st  December  was  60.  The 
daily  average  number  of  patients  sleeping  at  the  Institution  during 
the  year  was  55.  The  average  attendance  at  the  occupation 
centre  there  was  12.  On  the  31st  December,  140  Norwich  cases 
had  been  accepted  at  Little  Plumstead  Colony.  18  beds  are  also 
reserved  and  occupied  at  the  Royal  Eastern  Counties’  Institution, 
Colchester. 


ISSUE  OF  SPECIAL  RESPIRATORS. 

The  issue  of  special  respirators  for  persons  with  respiratory 
troubles  was  continued.  At  the  end  of  the  year  570  respirators 
with  outlet  valves,  and  27  hood-type  respirators  had  been  issued 

to  the  Public. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  IN  THE  AREA. 

Water.  The  water  supply  obtained  from  the  River  Wensum 
and  controlled  by  the  Rocal  Authority  was  constant  and  was 
adequate  in  amount  throughout  the  year.  The  water  was 
subject  to  sedimentation,  aeration,  and  continuous  chlorination 
after  slow  sand  or  mechanical  filtration.  Daily  bacteriological 
examinations  of  the  City’s  supplied  water  are  made  and  if  any 
doubt  arises  in  respect  of  any  sample  the  Analyst’s  report  is 
supplemented  by  that  of  a  bacteriologist.  During  the  year,  of 
313  bacteriological  examinations  of  the  City’s  supplied  water  by 
the  City  Analyst,  1,  or  0-32%,  showed  the  presence  of  pre¬ 
sumptive  members  of  the  B.  Coli-Aerogenes  group  in  100  ml. 
This  sample  was  submitted  to  the  bacteriologist,  who  reported  the 
presence  of  Faecal  B.  Coli  (Type  1)  and  also  B.pyocyaneous. 
Monthly  chemical  examinations  of  the  City’s  supplied  water  and 
quarterly  examinations  of  river  water,  and  water  from  the  sedi¬ 
mentation  reservoir  before  filtration  are  made,  with  additional 
examinations  if  necessary.  A  summary  of  the  results  of  the 
routine  examinations  is  shown  on  pages  20  and  21. 

Further,  in  an  effort  to  do  everything  possible  to  ensure  the 
safety  of  the  supply  the  Water  Committee  has  instructed  that 
employees  who  are  in  a  position  to  pollute  the  water  should  be 
medically  examined  with  reference  to  their  potentiality  for  pollu¬ 
tion  of  the  water  supply,  and  that  if  any  of  these  employees  are 
absent  through  sickness  a  copy  of  the  medical  certificate  be  sent 
to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  enable  him  to  determine 
whether  re-examination  is  necessary. 

The  majority  of  the  population  obtain  their  water  from  the 
City’s  supply,  those  not  doing  so  being  almost  negligible.

Public  Cleansing  and  Sanitary  Inspection,  etc.  The  work 
carried  out  under  the  supervision  of  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector 
is  summarised  as  follows; — 

Approximately  20,520'  tons  of  waste  materials  were  collected. 
This  included  17,160  tons  of  house  and  trade  refuse  disposed  of 
at  Harford  Refuse  Tip,  2180  tons  of  kitchen  waste  concentrated 
at  the  Plant  at  Harford  and  sold  for  pig  and  poultry  food,  605 
tons  of  paper  and  575  tons  of  tins,  iron  rags,  bones,  etc.  In 
addition,  1,537  tonnage  loads  of  trade  and  other  refuse  were  dis- 
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posed  of  at  this  tip  by  private  firms,  a  charge  being  made  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  tonnage  of  the  vehicle.  52  loads  of  privy  bin  refuse 
were  disposed  of  on  farms.  560  loads  were  collected  from  Air 
Raid  Shelters  and  Wardens’  Posts,  and  2332  cesspools  were  emp¬ 
tied,  this  refuse  was  disposed  of  through  the  City  Sewer. 

2084  nuisances  were  detected;  2263  special  complaints  have 
been  investigated,  and  1801  nuisances  have  been  abated. 

Seven  visits  were  made  to  houses-let-in-lodgings;  24  to  com- 
rnon  lodging  houses;  18  to  offensive  trade  premises;  16  to 
piggeries;  287  meetings  of  owners  and  tradesmen  have  been  held; 
146  drains  weie  tested,  of  which  76  were  found  to  be  defective; 
46  were  reconstructed. 

Since  January  10th,  1944,  the  destruction  of  rats  and  mice 
have  been  in  accordance  with  the  method  proposed  by  the  Minis¬ 
try  of  Food  (Infestation  Branch),  and  in  April  a  third  rat-catcher 

was  employed.  The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  year’s  work  : _ 

-2110  complaints  received;  2280  premises  dealt  with;  6731  points 
baited;  786  dead  rats  found;  10,846  rats  estimated  to  have  been 
killed.  In  addition,  a  campaign  was  carried  out  for  the  destruc¬ 
tion  of  rats  in  the  public  sewers.  Each  manhole  was  treated  on 
two  separate  occasions,  with  an  interval  of  a  month  between  each 
treatment,  and  the  campaign  lasted  a  period  of  eight  weeks  from 
May  1st  to  June  24th.  3273  manholes  were  baited  and  the 

estimated  result  of  the  campaign  was  that  approximatelv  25,000 
rats  had  been  killed. 

Factories.  The  total  number  of  factories  on  the  register 
using  mechanical  power  was  533,  not  using  mechanical  power  was 
180.  256  inspections  were  made  of  these  premises,  18  notices  were 
served.  Thirty-nine  defects  were  found,  18  of  which  were 
remedied.  Seven  factories  are  obtaining  the  water  supply  from 
a  source  other  than  the  Council’s  supply.  These  supplies  are 
examined  quarterly  by  the  Public  Analyst,  the  results  being 
forwarded  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Shops,  Offices,  etc.  134  shops,  offices,  etc.,  have  been  in¬ 
spected.  156  re-inspections  were  made,  and  25  notices  sent 
relating  to  93  contraventions,  of  which  83  were  remedied. 

Open-air  Baths.  Lctketihcufi  Buth,  4  samples  were  taken  on 
2  occasions  for  chemical  and  bacteriological  analysis,  and  the 
probable  number  of  coliform  bacilli  per  100'  ml.  were  600,  1600, 
1800',  and  1800.  Five  other  samples  taken  for  bacteriological 
examination  showed  faecal  coliform  counts  of  35  per  100  c.c. 

Eagle  Baths.  No  samples  taken. 

Private  Swimming  Baths.  None  open  during  the  year. 
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The  chemical  results  are  stated  in  parts  per  100,000,  which  may  be  altered  to  grains  per  gallon  by  multiplying 

the  figures  by  0.7. 


HOUSING. 

Slum  Clearance  Operations. 

Twenty-nine  families  were  re-housed  in  1944  from  areas 
which  have  been  confirmed  by  the  Minister  and  5  families  from 
areas  which  have  not  yet  received  the  Minister’s  confirmation. 

The  majority  of  these  families  were  re-housed  as  the  result 
of  Enemy  Action. 

Clearance  and  Compulsory  Purchase  Orders. 

There  was  nothing  to  report  during  1944. 

Demolition  and  Closing  of  Insanitary  Premises. 

No  action  was  taken  under  Sections  11  and  12  of  the  Housing 
Act,  1936. 

Sixteen  Tuberculosis  families  were  re-housed  on  the  recom¬ 
mendation  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  the  Housing  Com¬ 
mittee.  The  Council  grants  rent  rebates  in  accordance  with  an 
approved  income  scale  to  tenants  of  non-parlour  houses  and  flats. 
This  arrangement  also  applies  to  the  re-housing  of  cases  of 
tuberculosis.

UNSATISFACTORY  HOUSEHOLDS. 

During  1944  there  were  some  46  ITnsatisfactory  Households 
under  consideration  by  the  Health  (Sub)  Unsatisfactory  House¬ 
holds  Committee.  The  Home  Adviser  visited  30  of  these  and 
made  83()  visits.  I  am  able  to  report  that  there  has  been  some 
improvement  in  a  number  of  instances. 

RENT  AND  MORTOAGE  INTEREST  RESTRICTIONS 

ACTS,  1920-1939. 

Forty-six  visits  were  made  during  the  year.  In  15  in¬ 
stances  it  w^as  found  that  excessive  rents  wmre  being  charged. 
Upon  representation  to  the  owners  these  wmre  adjusted  to  the 
•correct  amounts  and  the  amount  of  excessive  rent  w^as  repaid  by 
the  owmers  to  the  tenants.  The  sum  involved  was  ;£130  13s.  2d. 
Certificates  as  to  the  state  of  repair  under  Section  12  of  the  1933 
Act  w^ere  issued  in  3  instances. 

EMERGENCY  POWERS  (DEFENCE)  GENERAL 
REGULATIONS.  Regulation  68aa. 

Five  applications  for  the  re-occupation  of  premises  which 
could  not  be  occupied  wnthoiit  infring  :ing  Section  155  (3)  of  the 
Housing  Act,  1936,  were  dealt  with  and  the  Licences  granted. 
At  the  beginning  of  1944  2  licences  \\’ere  valid,  1  licence  was 
renewed  and  1  subsequently  \vas  cancelled. 

ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS. 

Two  Council  houses  and  11  other  hou.ses  were  found  to  be 
infested  with  bed  bugs.  These  were  treated  with  Zaldecide  or 
other  suitable  fumigators.  A  new’  fumigating  van  has  been 
ordered  to  replace  the  one  which  was  destroyed  by  enemy  action, 
but  had  not  been  delivered  at  the  end  of  the  year.  New’  houses 
are  inspected  periodically  by  the  rent  collectors. 

NORWICH  CORPORATION  ACT,  1933— Section  76. 

One  person  who  was  aged  or  infirm  or  pliysically 
incapacitated,  and  residing  in  premises  wdiich  w’ere  insanitary 
owing  to  neglect  was  reported  to  the  Health  Committee  and 
removed  to  the  Woodlands  Hospital. 


INFANT  WtLFARE  CENTRES. 
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EMERGENCY  WiASHING  SERVICE 

The  Mobile  Eaiindry  Unit  which  Messrs.  Eever  Bros,  sent 
to  Norwich  after  the  air-raids  in  1942,  was  withdrawn  by  them 
for  service  elsewhere  on  August  4th.  From  the  commencement 
of  1944  up  to  the  time  of  departure  42,961  garments  and  720 
blankets  were  laundered  free  of  charge  tO'  the  public. 

The  Mobile  Bath  Unit  which  also  was  sent  by  Messrs.  Lever 
Bros,  remained  throughout  the  year.  8995  adults  and  9890 
children  were  bathed  free  of  charge.  In  addition,  hot  water  was 
supplied  free  of  charge. 

inSPECTiON  Af^D  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

(a)  Milk  Supply. 

The  quality  of  the  milk  from  a  chemical  standpoint  remained 
good.  Cowkeepers  numbered  3,  with  approximately  160  cows. 
56  retailers  of  milk  reside  in  the  City  and  27  outside.  The  in¬ 
spectors  made  138  inspections  of  dairies,  cowsheds  and  milk 
shops. 

Licences  were  granted  as  follows : — Producer  of  Accredited 
Milk,  1;  Bottling  of  Accredited,  1;  Pasteurisation,  1;  Retailers  of 
Tuberculin  Tested,  8;  Accredited,  1;  Pasteurised,  1. 

Eighty-six  samples  of  Tuberculin  Tested  and  12  of 
Accredited  Milk  were  bacteriologically  examined.  Twenty-three 
samples  of  Tuberculin  Tested  and  4  of  Accredited  IMilk  failed 
to  pass  the  Methylene  Blue  Test  and  31  samples  of  Tuberculin 
Tested  and  3  of  Accredited  Milk  failed  to  pass  the  B.  Coli  Test. 
In  all  cases  letters  of  warning  were  sent  to  the  vendors. 

One  hundred  samples  of  Pasteurised  IMilk  were  examined 
bacteriologically;  1  sample  was  unsatisfactory  and  a  letter  of 
warning  was  sent  to  the  vendors.  All  the  samples  passed  the 
Phosphates  Test.  43  samples  of  Ordinary  Milk  were  bacterio¬ 
logically  examined  under  the  Accredited  Milk  standards.  Eleven 
failed  to  pass  the  iMethylene  Blue  Test  and  13  the  B.  Coli  Test. 

85  samples  were  taken  of  milk  supplied  1w  producers  resid¬ 
ing  outside  the  City  for  examination  by  animal  iniioculation  for 
the  presence  of  Tubercle  Bacilli.  Six  samples  were  ])ositive. 
A  tuberculous  cow  was  slaughtered  in  each  of  four  cases.  Seven 
samples  were  taken  from  milk  producers  in  the  City  for  similar 
examination.  One  was  jiositive  and  a  tuberculous  cow  was 
slaughtered . 


(b)  Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

Frequent  inspections  of  retail  butchers’  shops  and  market 
stalls  are  made  by  the  Inspectors.  All  meat  found  to  be  diseased 
and  unfit  for  food  is  collected  by  a  Contractor  authorised  by  the 
Ministry  of  Food.  440  visits  were  paid  to  slaughterhouses 
requisitioned  by  the  Government  and  the  carcases  of  the  animals 
slaughtered  therein  were  inspected.  600^7  cattle,  3572  calves,, 
6763  sheep  and  lambs,  and  215  pigs,  a  total  of  16,557,  were 
slaughtered.  The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  meat 
condemned  :  — 
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Other  foods  condemned  as  being  unfit  for  human  consump¬ 
tion  comprised  700  pounds  cooked  and  tinned  meats,  330  pounds, 
bacon,  1020  tins  meat,  71  pounds  rabbits,  431  stones  fish,  5i 
stones  cheese,  65  tins  fruit,  50  pounds  prunes,  3  pounds  raisins, 
91  pounds  dried  fruit,  893  tins  vegetables,  320  bundles  radishes, 
1254  tins  fish,  61  tins  soup,  3  jars  beef  extract,  48  beef  cubes, 
1024  jars  or  tins  jam,  1  tin  syrup,  1  pound  chocolate^  spread,  3 
jars  cocoa  spread,  52  jars  pickles,  14  bottles  vinegar,  6J  pounds 
and  3  packets  mustard,  10  pounds  and  2  packets  salt,  2  bottles 
sauce,  1791  tins  milk,  21  pounds  coffee,  2  tins  cocoa,  12  tins 
beverages,  34  pounds  sweets,  1  pound  lard,  28  pounds  butter, 
25i  pounds  margarine,  19  pounds  oatmeal,  70  packets  cereals,. 
293  pounds  sugar,  200  pounds  rice,  43i  pounds  and  28  packets 
biscuits,  48  packets  biscuit  mixture,  334  pounds  cake,  662  pounds 
flour,  4  packets  baking  powder,  92  packets  pudding  mixture, 
13  packets  sponge  mixture,  46  packets  pastry  powders,  24-i- 
pouiids  batter,  24  eggs,  1  packet  dried  eggs,  3  jars  fishpaste. 

There  were  105  bakehouses  on  the  register  (although  some 
were  not  being  used)  and  87  visits  were  paid  to  these.  Cleansing 
and  limewashing  have  been  carried  out,  and  the  premises  kept  in 
as  reasonably  a  satisfactory  condition  as  there  are  powers  to 
enforce. 

140  visits  have  been  made  to  Restaurant  Kitchens  and  these 
were  found  to  be  kept  in  clean  and  proper  condition.

(c)  Adulteration. 

137  samples  of  P'ood  and  Drugs — 40  taken  informally — were 
submitted  for  analysis.  8  formal  samples  of  milk  and  1  of  baking 
powder,  and  4  informal  samples  of  milk,  1  of  tincture  of  iodine, 
1  baking  powder,  and  1  of  saccharin  tablets  were  found  to  be 
adulterated. 

Proceedings  were  instituted  in  8  cases  of  adulterated  milk 
(1  informal)  and  fines  of  £l  lOs.  Od.  and  5s.  Od.  costs  in 
4  cases  and  £2  10s.  Od.  and  15/-  costs  in  2  cases  were  imposed; 
and  2  cases  were  dismissed.  One  person  was  fined  £2  in  each 
of  4  of  the  milk  cases  for  aiding  and  abetting.  Proceedings  were 
also  instituted  in  respect  of  baking  powder  and  a  fine  of  £l  was 
imposed.  A  letter  of  warning  was  sent  by  the  Town  Clerk  in 
respect  of  the  other  adulterated  formal  sample. 

In  addition,  73  samples  of  milk  were  tested  by  the  Gerber 
process;  2  were  not  up  to  standard  and  further  samples  were 
taken  in  consequence. 

The  total  number  of  registered  premises  is ; — ice  cream,  295 
(not  all  in  use);  preserved  meat,  221.  4Q  visits  were  made  to 
preserved  meat  premises. 

MIDWIFERY,  MATERNITY  AND 
CHILD  WELFARE  SERVICES. 

(a)  Midwives. 

(i.)  Employed  by  Local  Authority .  14  midwives  are 

employed  on  the  district,  and  8  (5  temporarily)  at  the  Maternity 
Home.  There  is  1  non-medical  supervisor  of  midwives. 

(ii.)  Private  Midwives .  1  in  an  Institution  and  2  on  the 
district. 

(5)  Midwifery  Service. 

(i)  Domiciliary .  The  domiciliary  midwifery  service 
continued  tO'  be  controlled  from  4,  Earlham  Road  throughout 
the  year.  917  confinements  (excluding  25  cases  of  miscarriage) 
wmre  attended  (822  in  1943).  Doctors  were  engaged  in  208  cases. 
3522  ante-natal  visits  were  made  to  patients’  own  homes.  Nursing 
visits  after  labour  numbered  15,583.  359  patients  who  had  been 
discharged  before  the  expiration  of  the  lying-in  period,  i.e.,  14 
days,  from  the  Norfolk  &  Norwich  Hopsital  (11)  and  Woodlands 
Hospital  (348)  were  visited.  316  visits  were  made  to  86  patients 
similarly  discharged  'from  the  Maternity  Home.  There  were 
21  still-births  on  the  district  representing  2'3%  of  the  cases 
attended.  Seven  cases  of  puerperal  pyrexia  occurred.  Four 
cases  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  and  3  were  nursed 
in  their  own  homes. 
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(ii)  The  City  of  Norwich  Maternity  Home.  The  admin- 
istmtive  arrangements  ‘remained  unchanged.  Ante-natal  and 
Post-natal  Clinics  were  held  at  Earlham  Road  Maternity  Clinic 
throughout  the  year.  They  are  referred  to  on  pages  1^9-o(). 

309  mothers  were  confined  in  the  Home,  36  more  than  in  1943. 
Doctors  were  engaged  in  57  cases.  No  case  was  transferred  to 
any  private  Nursing  Home,  this  i)ractice  having  been  avoided 
by  the  continuance  of  the  system  of  sending  patients  home  before 
the  expiration  of  fourteen  days  and  giving  subsequent  attention 
by  the  Domiciliary  bervice  until  the  completion  of  the  puerper- 
ium.  A  number  of  cases  applied  for  admission  but  had  to  be 
refused  owing  to  lack  of  accommoclation.  These  cases  were 
offered  alternative  accommodation  at  Woodlands  Hospital. 

No  exj^ectant  mothers  were  evacuated  from  the  City  area. 

Nine  still-births  occurred  in  the  Home  and  no  child  dmd 
within  10  days  of  birth.  There  were  K)  cases  of  puerperal  pyrexia 
with  no  death.  Mne  of  the.se  cases  were  removed  to  the  fsolation 
Hospital  and  1  was  nursed  at  the  Maternity  Home. 

An  outbreak  of  Pemphigus  Neonatorum  occurred  in  the 
Home  and  the  admi.ssion  of  cases  ceased  on  January  19th.  The 
cases  who  were  in  the  Home  on  that  date  were  discharged  as 
soon  as  their  condition  permitted,  and  the  Home  ^vas  closed 
from  23rd  January  until  2nd  February  inclusive.  During  this 
period  the  Home  was  thoroughly  disinfected  and  cleansed.  The 
Home  re-opened  on  3rd  February.  Ten  cases  of  Pemphigus 
Neonatorum  occurred  in  the  Home  during  the  year. 

There  was  1  maternal  death,  a  mother  ^evacuated  from 
London,  avIio  had  given  birth  to  twins.  The  cause  of  death  was 
Acute  Oedema  of  Lungs,  died  in  second  stage  of  labour. 

305  live  births  (including  5  sets  of  twins)  occurred  in  the 
Home,  and  909  (including  13  sets  of  twins,  1  child  being  still¬ 
born)  on  the  district,  a  total  of  1214  of  the  City  live  births 
registered.  With  the  624  live  births  (including  10  sets  of  twins) 
at  Woodlands  Hospital  added  to  this,  the  Councirs  staff  attended 
88.36%  of  the  total  City  live  births  regi.stered.  This  showed  an 
increase  on  the  previous  year. 

The  average  weight  of  children  born  in  the  Home  (excluding 
still-l)irths)  was  7  lbs.  15  ozs.  for  boys  and  7  lbs.  10  ozs.  for 
girls. 

]\Iedical  aid  was  required  for  74  babies,  and  on  339  occasions 
for  320  mothers,  the  medical  fees  being  paid  in  whole  or  part 
by  the  Corporation  in  149  cases. 

All  except  1  of  the  11  piq^iils  who  completed  their  training  in 
the  Home  during  the  year  passed  the  examination  of  the  Central 
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Midwives’  Board  in  1944.  Six  pupils  were  undergoing  training 
at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Training  of  the  Midwives  employed  in  the  Home  and  on  the 
District  in  the  administration  of  nitrous  oxide  analgesia  com¬ 
menced  in  IMarch. 

(iii.)  Woodlands  Hospital.  Forty-two  beds  are  allocated 
for  maternity  cases.  651  cases  were  admitted,  including  11  cases 
admitted  after  delivery,  the  average  duration  of  stay  being  15‘8 
days.  There  were  26  still-births,  10  babies  died  within  10  days 
of  birth.  There  were  23  cases  of  puerperal  pyrexia,  all  of  whom 
were  confined  at  Woodlands  Hospital. 

(c)  Ante=Natal  and  Post-Natal  Clinics. 

Four  Ante-natal  and  1  Post-natal  Sessions  are  held  at 
4,  Earlham  Road  each  week.  Combined  Ante-natal  and  Post¬ 
natal  Clinics  are  held  weekly  at  Tarkman  Lane  Infants’  School; 
monthly  at  Lakenham  and  twice-monthly  at  Catton  Grove  Infant 
and  George  White  Schools. 

(i)  Ayite-natal  Clinics.  During  the  year  1567  expectant 
mothers  (1301  in  1943)  attended  the  Clinics  as  under  :  —

Ante-natal  and  Post-natal  Clinics  are  also  held  at  the 
Norfolk  and  Norwich  Hospital  weekly,  at  which  City  and  County 
persons  booked  for  admission  to  or  discharged  from  the  Maternity 
Ward  of  that  Institution  attend.  The  Secretary  of  the  Hospital 
states  that  460  women  made  938  attendances  at  the  Clinic  during 
the  year,  but  he  was  unable  to  give  separately  the  numbers  in 
respect  of  City  and  County  persons. 

(d)  Infant  Welfare  Centres.  Owing  to  the  increased 
numbers  of  persons  attending  it  was  found  necessary  to  hold  an 
additional  session  each  week  at  St.  Barnabas  Infant  Welfare 
Centre  from  21st  June  and  at  George  White  Infant  Welfare 
Centre  from  11th  July.  On  1st  January  the  First  Aid  Post  at 
the  Infant  Welfare  Centre,  Telegraph  Lane,  was  transferred  to 
Other  premises.  No'  change  w^as  made  in  any  of  the  other  Centres. 
The  attached  table  shows  the  number  of  attendances,  etc.,  at  the 
Infant  Welfare  Centres  during  the  year. 

ISSUE  OF  FRESH  MIEK  AND  DRIED  FOODS  TO 

MOTHERS  AND  CHILDREN. 

Owing  to  the  continuance  of  the  National  Milk  Scheme  it 
was  not  necessary  to  issue  supplementary  supplies  of  liquid  milk 
to  any  mothers  or  children  through  the  Council’s  Scheme  during 
1944.  The  issue  of  dried  milk  to*  children  under  1  year  was  con¬ 
tinued  during  1944;  2998  packets  of  dried  food  were  issued;  2454 
at  “cost”;  78  at  “half-cost”  and  466  “free”.  In  addition,  5610 
packets  of  National  Dried  Milk  were  issued  free,  and  27,859  at 
“full-cost”  through  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres.

Denta!  Treatment,  etc. 

The  arrangements  for  Dental  Treatment  remain  the  same, 
except  that  only  2  dental  officers  were  available  during  the  year. 
237  mothers  were  treated  for  the  first  time;  a  total  of  872  attend¬ 
ances  were  made.  73  were  provided  with  artificial  dentures. 
Extractions  numbered  892,  and  fillings  and  other  operations  649. 
225  general  anaesthetics  were  administered.  110  children  under 
.5  years  of  age,  who  attend  no  school  were  treated,  making  114 
attendances.  81  general  anaesthetics  rvere  administered.  206  teeth 
were  extracted.  In  84  cases  in  which  dental  mechanical  work 
was  provided,  the  Committee  asked  the  mothers  to  contribute 
towards  the  cost. 

Forty  children  seen  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Clinics 
were  referred  to  the  School  Eye  Clinics  at  Churchman  House. 
Glasses  were  recommended  for  8  children;  in  9  cases  (1  of  which 
was  recommended  during  1943),  these  were  obtained  through 
contractors  tO'  the  Education  Authority.  In  9  cases  (including 
repairs  in  cases  recommended  previously)  the  Committee  con¬ 
sidered  that  the  parents  were  able  to  pay  for  the  glasses. 

Ten  children  under  school  age  attended  the  Minor  Ailments 
Clinic  at  Churchman  House;  3  were  found  to-  have  defects  which 
required  treatment. 

The  treatment  of  all  known  cases  of  children  under  the  age 
of  5  years  with  discharging  ears  is  carried  out  at  their  homes  by 
Cavell  Nurses.  Six  children  under  school  age  (2  new  cases)  were 
examined  and  received  treatment.  Sixty-eight  children  under 
5  years  and  not  attending  school,  were  either  supplied  with 
surgical  appliances  or  had  their  shoes  wedged.  Parents  were 
asked  to  contribute  towards  the  cost  in  41  cases. 

INSTITUTIONAL  PROVISION  FOR  MOTHERS  OR 

CHILDREN. 

In  addition  to  the  mothers’  accommodation  at  the  Maternity 
Home  (see  pages  28-29),  mothers  and  children  are  accommodated 
at  the  Woodlands  Hospital  and  children  at  the  Children’s  Homes. 

health  visitors. 

The  Health  Visitors,  who'  also  act  as  School  Nurses, 
during  the  year  paid  390  visits  to  expectant  mothers,  8326  visits 
to  children  under  1  year — 1760  of  these  being  first  visits — and 
'8931  toi  children  between  1  and  5  years  of  age.  The  total  number 
of  visits  paid  by  the  Tuberculosis  Visitor  and  Health  Visitors 
and  School  Nurses  during  the  year  was  18,448.  The  Health 
Visitors  continued  to  assist  at  the  First  Aid  Posts. 
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CARE  OF  PREMATURE  INFANTS. 

As  suggested  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  Circular  20/44^ 
space  has  been  provided  on  the  Birth  Notification  Cards  for  the 
weight  of  the  child  at  birth  to  be  recorded.  Further,  midwives 
are  also  asked  to  state  whether  the  child  is  full  term  or  premature. 
123  babies  born  during  the  year  weighed  at  birth  5^  lbs  or  less. 
The  i\Iidwives  and  Health  Visitors  'give  special  attention  to 
these  infants.  The  hospitals  in  the  area  notify  me  of  the  dates 
of  discharge  of  all'  infants  and  this  information  is  passed  on  to 
the  appropriate  Health  Visitor  with  instructions  to  follow  up 
the  case.  Special  provision  for  the  care  of  these  infants  is  not 
made  at  the  Maternity  Home,  but  this  is  being  provided  in  the 
plans  of  the  new  Home.  A  good  ambulance  service  is  available, 
but  an  ambulance  with  special  equipment  for  the  transport  of 
these  cases  has  not  been  provided. 

CHILD  LIFE  PROTECTION. 

Ten  of  the  Health  Visitors  and  School  Nurses  also  act  as 
Child  Protection  Visitors.  Sixteen  new  persons  were  registered 
for  the  reception  of  children,  the  total  number  of  registered 
persons  at  the 'end  of  the  year  l^eing  39,  with  31  of  whom 
children  were  boarded  out.  Nineteen  new  children  were  boarded 
out  during  the  year;  17  registered  homes  were  removed  from  the 
register  for  various  reasons.  Sixteen  children  ceased  to  come 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Act.  The  total  number  of  children 
uiMer  supervision  at  the  end  of  tlie  year  was  34.  The  Plealth 
Visitors  paid  89  visits  in  connection  with  these  duties. 

In  January,  the  Council  adopted  a  scheme  under  which  foster 
mothers  are  guaranteed  a  weekly  payment  of  12/6d.  for  the 
nursing  and  maintenance  of  a  child  until  it  attains  the  age  of  5 
years.  With  the  exception  of  children  covered  by  Article  92  of 
the  Public  Assistance  Order,  1930,  this  arrangement  is  extended 
tO'  all  children  up  to>  the  age  of  5  years  who  are  placed  in  the- 
care  of  a  foster  mother  whether  they  are  illegitimate  or  not. 

Assistance  was  given  to  1  case  during  the  year. 

ADOPTIONS. 

Miss  Grant,  the  Child  Protection  Visitor,  who  retired  in 
October,  1943,  did  a  good  deal  of  useful  work  by  assisting  people, 
who  desired  to  have  a  child  adopted,  to  find  a  suitable  home. 
When  IMiss  Grant  retired  these  duties  were  transferred  to  the 
Public  Flealth  Department.  The  children  are  medically  examined 
by  one  of  the  Assistant  IMedical  Officers,  blood  tests  of  the  mother 
or  child  are  arranged,  enquiries  are  made  of  the  T'ledical  Officer 
of  Health  of  the  district  to  which  the  cliild  is  going  as  to  the 
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suitability  of  the  adoptors,  and  the  mother  is  assisted  in  the 
completion  of  the  various  forms.  Adoptors  are  required  to  sub¬ 
mit  satisfactory  references. 

During  the  year  homes  were  found  for  30  children  wdio  were  * 
adopted.  All  the  children  were  illegitimate. 

SHORT-STAY  NURSERY. 

At  the  request  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  the  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  Committee  undertook  to  administer  a  Short-stay 
Nursery  for  children  under  5  years  of  age  of  mothers  evacuated 
from  danger  areas,  the  children  to  be  admitted  during  the  period 
of  confinement  or  indispisition  of  the  mother.  The  nursery  was 
staffed  and  equipped  by  the  Ministry  of  Health.  It  was  opened 
on  13th  October  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  17  children  had  for 
varying  periods  been  admitted  to  the  nursery. 

STILL-BIRTHS. 

Fifty-six  still-births  were  registered,  10  of  which  were 
illegitimate.  Nine  occurred  at  the  Maternity  Home;  21  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  Council’s  Domiciliary  Midwifery  Service,  and 
26  at  the  Woodlands  Hospital  (1  County). 

MATERNAL  MORTALITY. 

The  Regisfrar-Generars  figures  show  that  there  were  2 
deaths  from  Sepsis,  representing  a  death  rate  of  0-96  per  1000  live 
births.  Other  “Maternal  causes”  produced  3  deaths,  represent¬ 
ing  a  death  rate  of  1-44  per  1000  live  births.  There  were  2  other 
deaths  which  could  have  been  regarded  as  being  associated  with 
maternity.  Investigations  for  the  IMinistry  of  Health  inta 
maternal  deaths  were  made  as  in  previous  years. 

Facilities  for  Consultants.  The  arrangements  for  ])rovid- 
ing  Consultants  in  difficult  maternity  cases  continued.  Eleven 
cases  were  attended  by  consultants  during  1944.  In  1  case  the 
patient  was  asked  to  pay  the  full  fee;  8  were  asked  to  pay  a  pro¬ 
portion  and  in  2  cases  the  fee  was  remitted.  No  death  occurred 
in  those  cases  to  whom  a  consultant  was  called. 

Ante-7iatal  Care.  The  examination,  when  necessary,  of 
patients  from  the  Municipal  Ante-natal  Clinics  by  the  specialist 
of  the  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Hospital  continued.  Three  cases 
which  were  referred  during  1943  w^ere  considered  in  1944.  Two 
persons  were  asked  to  pay  the  full  fee,  and  in  1  case  no  charge 
was  made  to  the  patient.  14  cases  were  referred  during  the  year, 
the  Committee  feeling  justified  in  asking  5  patients  to  pay  the 
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full  fee  and  in  6  cases  patients  were  asked  to  pay  a  proportion. 
No  charge  was  made  in  1  case;  2  cases  had  not  been  considered 
at  the  end  of  the  year.  No  application  was  received  from  any 
•  midwife  for  compensation  during  the  year. 

Post-natal  Care.  The  arrangements  made  by  which  patients 
attending  the  Municipal  Post-natal  Clinic  can  be  examined  by 
the  specialist  at  the  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Hospital  continued. 
No  case  was  referred  during  1944. 

Home  Helps.  In  spite  of  advertisements  being  inserted  in 
the  Press  and  requests  being  made  to  the  Ministry  of  Labour 
and  National  Service,  no  suitable  applicant  has  been  found. 
During  the  year  no  woman  has  received  assistance. 

Admission  of  Abnormal  Patients  to  the  Norfolk  and  Norwich 
Hospital.  The  Council  accepted  financial  responsibility  for 
28  cases  during  the  year;  responsibility  for  7  cases  was  refused. 

ORTHOPEDIC  TREATMENT. 

Orthopaedic  clinics  are  held  at  the  local  Hospitals,  usually 
on  Saturday  mornings.  Mr.  McKee,  F.R.C.S.,  is  in  attendance, 
and  assistance  is  also  given  by  the  Council’s  Orthopaedic  Masseuse 
at  these  clinics.  Seventy-two  new  cases  of  children  under  5  years 
of  age,  and  89  children  continuing  treatment  from  the  previous 
year  were  seen  at  the  clinics. 

Nine  children  received  institutional  treatment  at  the  Jenny 
Lind  Hospital;  1  child  was  sent  to  Cawston  Manor.  The  arrange¬ 
ments  for  financial  assistance  of  5/-  per  week  from  the  Norfolk 
Hospitals  Contributors’  Association  in  certain  cases  continued. 
Further  reference  to  orthopaedic  treatment  is  made  on  pages 
60-61 . 

CONTRACEPTIVE  CLINIC. 

The  Council  continued  to  pay  an  annual  subscription  of  £12 
to  the  Voluntary  Clinic  at  Pitt  Street. 

MATERNITY  AND  NURSING  HOMES. 

Registered  Homes  at  the  end  of  the  year  were  as  follows  :  — 
Maternity  Homes  (1);  Nursing  Homes  (non-maternity)  (3); 
Mixed  Homes  (2);  2  Institutions  are  exempt.  One  application 
for  registration  was  refused.  Every  effort  is  made  to  discover  any 
unregistered  nursing  homes. 
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OPHTHAI^MIA  NKONATORUIM.

No  patient  was  receiving  treatment 
at  the  end  of  the  year. 

:distribution  of  babies’  anti-gas  helmets,  etc. 

The  issue  and  exchange  of  Babies’  Anti-Gas  Helmets  and 
small  children’s  Respirators  continued.  1191  Babies’  Anti-Gas 
Helmets  were  issued,  making  a  total  of  9230-  issued  since  the 
commencement  of  hostilities;  6940  of  these  have  been  returned. 
1403  small  Children’s  Respirators  were  issued,  making  a  total  of 
.9257;  5276  of  these  have  been  returned. 

DISTRIBUTION  OF  FRUIT  JUICE  AND  COD  LIVER  OIL. 

During  the  year,  7724  bottles  of  Cod  Liver  Oil,  48,787  bottles 
■of  Orange  Juice  and  1018  packets  of  capsules  were  issued  to  the 
public  from  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres,  through  the  Ministry  of 
Food  Scheme. 

.SUPPLY  OF  SHEETS  FOR  EXPECTANT  MOTHERS. 

Ministry  of  Health  Circular  No-.  154/45  authorised  the  issue 
of  priority  dockets  to  enable  expectant  mothers,  who-  are  being 
.confined  in  their  own  homes,  to  purchase  utility  sheets.  A  certifi¬ 
cate  as  tO'.the  need  is  obtained  by  the  mother  from  the  Domiciliary 
Midwife  engaged  to  attend  the  patient.  72  dockets  were  issued 
-enabling  36  mothers  to  purchase  one  pair  of  sheets  each. 

BIO-CHEMISTRY. 

Dr.  L.  C.  A.  Nunn,  Bio-Chemist,  commenced  duties  on 
May  8th  and  reports  :  — 

“Much  of  the  year  has  been  devoted  to  the  equipment  of  the 
laboratory.  This  task  has  not  been  easy,  and  many  items  have 
still  to  arrive.  An  Assistant  has  been  engaged  and  partly  trained. 

It  is  hoped  as  a  result  of  the  investigations  of  this  laboratory 
to  gain  a  more  intimate  knowledge  of  the  factors — suitable  to-  the 
application  of  bio-chemical  technique — which  bear  on  health, 
with  special  emphasis  o-n  maternity.  During  these  last  seven 
months  a  total  of  280'  specimens  have  been  examined. 
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Maternity.  A  preliminary  survey  of  blood  specimens  from 
the  point  of  view  of  calcium  and  Vitamin  C  (ascorbic  acid)  failed 
to  reveal  any  gross  abnormality.  The  values  for  calcium  do  not 
invite  comment  at  this  stage.  The  plasma  vitamin  C  values  were 
within  the  normal  range  with  the  exception  of  three  specimens. 
Very  recently  a  newer  technique  for  blood  vitamin  C  has  been 
reported  in  the  literature  and  a  re-examination  on  these  lines 
will  take  place. 

Well  over  100  specimens  of  urine  have  been  examined  with, 
special  reference  to  a  rare  colour  reaction,  previously  reported 
from  time  to  time  in  the  literature.  Its  origin  and  significance 
remain  obscure.  I  observed  it  in  a  striking  degree  in  a  case  of 
toxaemia  of  pregnancy,  ])ut  further  observations^failed  to  support 
any  association  of  the  factor  with  toxaemia. 

Isolation  Hospital.  vSeveral  specimens  of  a  miscellaneous 
character  have  been  examined  on  behalf  of  the  Resident  Medical 
Officer. 


Nutrition  of  the  Nursing  Staff. 

(a)  Isolation  Hospital.  Much  time  has  been  expended  on 
investigations  of  the  meals  supplied  to  the  nursing  staff.  From 
tlie  point  of  view  of  energy  supplied  an  average  calorie  intake  of 
approximately  2100‘  cal.  was  found.  This  is  a  minimal  figure,, 
but  the  availability  of  extra  bread  meant  that  the  total  calorie 
value  was  probably  adequate.  Turning  to  the  proximate  con¬ 
stituents  of  the  diet,  the  daily  intake  of  protein  at  just  over  80g. 
was  quite  satisfactory,  particularly  as  the  proportion  of  first  class 
protein  was  high  (oOg.).  The  proportion  of  fat,  supplying  always 
a  minimum  of  one-third  of  the  calories,  was  generous,  particu¬ 
larly  in  these  days  of  fat  shortage.  The  dietary  calcium,  phos¬ 
phorous,  and  iron  was  probably  sufficient,  but  is  being  further 
investigated. 

A  study  of  the  urinary  excretion  of  vitamin  C  of  the  nursing 
staff  did  not  reveal  any  gross  deficiency  of  this  vitamin. 

(h)  Earlham  Hall.  Here,  the  dietary  position  as  revealed 
by  investigation  was  not  so  satisfactory.  The  total  calorific  value 
was  low,  though  we  were  assured  that  extra  bread  and  potato, 
was  available  as  desired,  so  there  may  not  have  been  any  actual 
shortage  of  calories.  The  protein  position  was  definitely  border¬ 
line,  being  low  in  first  class  protein.  Fat  supplied  was  satis¬ 
factory  in  amount. 

Teeth.  Some  preliminary  work  on  the  search  for  an  ade¬ 
quate  bio-chemical  approach  to  the  problem  of  dental  caries  has 
been  carried  out. 
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T?he  end  of  the  first  six  months  of  this  new  venture  sees 
therefore,  the  installation  of  much  of  the  necessary  equipment, 
though  several  essential  items  have  yet  to  arrive.  The  training 
of  an  Assistant  has  been  initiated.  The  state  of  nutrition  of 
maternity  cases  and  hospital  staff  in  respect  of  several  nutritional 
factors  has  been  investigated. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  AND 
ISOLATION  HOSPITAL. 

On  the  whole  the  infectious  diseases  in  Norwich  were 
moderately  quiet  in  1944.  The  table  on  page  48  gives  the  actual 
figuies.  Diphtheria  had  a  decided  drop  to  62  cases  with  no 
deaths.  The  Scarlet  Fever  figures  were  greatly  reduced,  as  were 
those  for  the  Pneumonias.  Cerehro=Spinal  Fever  showed  a  slight 
increase,  the  number  of  cases  notified  being  4,  which  was 
slightly  above  the  average  figure  usually  notified  before  the 
War.  There  were  no  cases  of  Paratyphoid  or  Typhoid  Fever 
notified.  Dysentery  showed  an  increase,  though  the  number  was 
■considerably  less  than  that  during  the  peak"  year  of  1942,  but 
Food  Poisoning  figures  showed  a  marked  increase.  The  Measles 
figures  wei e  lathei  large  for  a  non-measles  year,  but  this  was 
really  the  final  stage  of  the  outbreak  which  occurred  during 
1943.  The  \\  hooping  Cough  figures  showed  a  marked  decrease, 
V  hilst  Rubella  figures  show'ed  a  decided  increase.  Jaundice 
cases  numbered  206,  the  first  figure  for  a  complete  year  since 
this  w^as  niade  a  notifiable  disease.  One  case  of  Acute  Encephalitis 
was  notified,  resulting  in  death.  One  case  of  Malaria  Relapse 
ivas  notified,  concerning  an  ex-Service  man, 

THE  SCABIES  ORDER,  1941. 

727  notifications  of  Scabies  were  received  from  General 
Practitioners  and  474  cases  w’ere  brought  to  my  knowledge 
through  the  School  Medical  Service  and  other  sources — a  total  of 
1201.  The  undermentioned  table  shows  the  sex  distribution  of

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Clinics  with  a  Medical  Officer  in  attendance  were  held  om 
4  sessions  each  week,  at  7,  Chapel  Field  North.  Out-patient 
treatment  was  provided  at  the  Isolation  Hospital  until  ‘21st  I\Iay. 
In  the  meantime  the  Health  Committee  installed  two  baths  at 
7,  Chapel  Field  North,  making  3  baths  availalde  there  for  treat¬ 
ment  purposes  with  a  larger  boiler.  Two  Female  attendants,  1 
part-time,  were  engaged  to  carry  out  the  treatment  of  patients. 
141  out-patients  received  804  treatments  at  the  Isolation  Hospital 
from  the  1st  January  to  the  21st  May.  The  treatment  of  female 
patients  and  children  commenced  at  7,  Chapel  Pheld  North  on 
22nd  ]May.  From  this  date  until  the  end  of  the  year  508  patients 
received  2339  treatments  at  the  latter  premises.  Twenty-four 
male  cases  were  treated  as  out-patients  at  the  Wooellands  Hospital 
and  made  63  attendances.  78  cases  were  admitted  to  Woodlands 
Hosihtal  for  treatment  and  53  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

I  received  notifications  from  General  Practitioners  that  83 
persons  were  infested  with  vermin.  In  addition,  499  verminous 
cases  were  referred  to  the  Scabies  Clinic  by  the  School  Medical 
Service  and  other  sources,  these  being  chiefly  cases  of  school 
children  in  which  there  had  been  a  previous  offence.  The  cleans¬ 
ing  of  persons  with  verminous  heads  has  been  carried  out  at 
Churchman  House.  187  persons  were  cleansed  as  out-patients  and 
made  197  attendances.  This  is  in  addition  tO'  the  head-cleansing 
activities  of  the  School  iMedical  Service.  Thirty  verminous 
persons  were  cleansed  as  out-patients  at  the  Woodlands  Hospital,, 
and  52  verminous  persons  were  admitted  to  that  hospital. 

Proceedings  under  the  Scabies  Order,  1941,  were  taken 
again.st  255  persons  and  fines  varying  from  l/-  to  £5  Os.  Od. 
were  inflicted.  Two  persons  were  sentenced  to  terms  of  imprison¬ 
ment. 

Scabies  patients  who  attend  the  clinic  for  treatment  are 
advised  to  have  their  clothing  disinfected,  and  this  is  carried  out 
at  the  Isolation  Hospital  if  the  patient  agrees.  The  bedding  of 
the  patients  who  receive  treatment  at  the  clinic  is  disinfected  at 
the  Isolation  Hospital  on  the  second  day  of  the  treatment. 

ISOLATIOi^  HOSPITAL  AND  L,ABORATORY. 

Nursing  and  care  in  the  Isolation  Hospital  was  carried  out 
during  the  year  with  the  usual  efficiency.  Ward  5  was  brought 
into  use  for  Tuberculosis  patients  from  Ist  May.  The  laboratory 
at  the  Isolation  Hospital  organised  by  the  Hmergency  Public 
Flealth  Laboratory  Service,  through  the  IMedical  Research 
Council  for  the  51inistry  of  Health,  continued  and  valuable 
assistance  was  rendered  to  the  Hospital,  the  Health  Department; 
and  local  medical  practitioners  generally. 
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During  the  year  the  total  number  of  cases  admitted  was  823 
{including  31  evacuees).  This  number,  with  71  remaining  from 
1943,  gives  a  total  of  894  under  treatment  for  the  year.  In 
addition,  101  evacuees  were  admitted  for  short  periods  whilst 
awaiting  billeting  accommodation  and,  in  some  cases,  cleansing 
from  vermin.

190  cases,  including  3  evacuees,  were  admitted,  which,  with 
20  remaining  from  1943,  gives  a  total  of  210  under  treatment. 
The  average  period  in  Hospital  was  32-89  days.  No  deaths 
occurred.  Scarlet  Fever  continues  tO'  be  generally  a  mild  disease. 
Only  in  a  few  cases  is  serum  necessary  to  modify  the  attack. 
Sulphonamides  do  not  seem  to  be  of  any  value  in  Scarlet  Fever,, 
which  experience  agrees  with  reports  from  otlier  parts  of  the 
country.  They  are  only  used  in  some  of  the  complications  of 
Scarlet  Fever.

OTHER  DISEASES. 

Admissions  numbered  487,  including  27  evacuees.  These 
admissions  included  2  cases  of  Cerebro-spinal  JMeningitis,  12 
Whooping  Cough,  23  Rubella,  13  Measles  and  29  Dysentery. 
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'There  were  9  deaths,  *2  each  from  Broncho-pneumonia  and 
Miliary  T.B.,  and  1  each  from  Cerebral  Haemorrhage,  Encephal¬ 
itis  Lethargica,  iVcute  Encephalitis,  Coronary  Embolus  and 
Lymphatic  Leukaemia. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

From  1st  January  to  30th  April  cases  have  been  admitted  to 
the  observation  wards,  and  from  the  1st  May  onwards  1  ward 
block  has  been  in  use  for  the  isolation  of  cases.  During  the  year 
46  cases  were  admitted,  consisting  of  20  males  and  26  females. 
Fifteen  males  and  8  females  died.  Eight  males  (including  1  non- 
«>civilian)  and  8  females  were  discharged  to  their  own  homes,  and 
-4  females  to  Bramblewood  Sanatorium. 

COUNTY  CASES. 

Two  children  suffering  from  Broncho-pneumonia  (resulting 
vin  two  deaths),  2  children  from  Croup,  1  child  from  Conjuncti¬

STAFF. 

Ten  cases  of  infectious  diseases  occurred  amongst  the  staff. 
Four  nurses  and  1  domestic  contracted  Scabies;  the  wife  of  the 
gate-porter  contracted  Erysipelas;  3  nurses  contracted  Scarlet 
Fever;  and  1  nurse  contracted  Diphtheria.  In  addition,  1  nurse 
was  found  to  be  a  Di]ditheria  carrier. 

One  of  the  nurses  who-  contracted  Scarlet  Fever  had  been 
immunised  against  it  and  ]n'oved  on  testing  to  have  developed 
good  immunity.  The  other  two  had  been  tested  for  susceptibility 
against  Scarlet  Fever  when  they  started  at  the  Isolation  Hospital 
and  proved  to  have  natural  immunity.  All  three,  however, 
developed  Scarlet  Fever  later  on. 

The  nurse  who  contracted  Diphtheria  had  been  immunised 
against  it  and  had  actually  developed  good  immunity  on  testing, 
before  the  onset  of  the  disease. 

All  four  had  only  mild  attacks  of  the  diseases. 

A  temporary  sister,  suffering  from  Hypertension  and  Coron¬ 
ary  Embolus,  died  after  one  day’s  illness.

Of  the  total  deaths  from  Tuberculosis,  13  (or  15%)  had  not 
been  notified  during  life. 

The  death  rate  from  Tuberculosis  was  0-817  per  1000  popula¬ 
tion;  pulmonary  0-700  and  non-pulmonary  0-108.  The  total 
tuberculosis  death  rate  per  1000  population  for  ,1943  was  0-721 
pulmonary  and  0-099  non-pulmonary.

Dispensary  Work.  The  arrangements  were  as  in  1S43.  The 
Clinical  Tuberculosis  Officer  made  1484  examinations,  including 
contacts  at  the  clinic  and  127  at  the  patients’  homes.  85  contacts 
were  examined  for  the  first  time,  excluding  contacts  examined  at 
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the  School  Clinics  and  Infant  Welfare  Centres.  547  X-ray- 
examinations  were  made  of  511  pulmonary  and  86  non-pulmonar>^ 
cases  by  Dr.  J.  vStaines  Austin.  All  sputum  examinations  were 
done  at  the  Emergency  Public  Health  Laboratory. 

The  services  of  the  Clinical  Tuberculosis  Officer  again  have 
been  utilised  frequently  for  examination  of  cases  referred  from 
the  Ministry  of  Labour  and  National  Service  Medical  Boards  and 
the  Ministry  of  Pensions. 

Thirteen  patients  were  referred  for  dental  treatment  at 
Churchman  House.  Dentures  were  supplied  in  6  cases.  Operat¬ 
ive  measures,  e.g.,  artificial  pneumothorax  and  phrenicectomy 
have  been  arranged  through  the  various  Sanatorium  Authorities.. 

Home  Visits. 

t 

The  Tuberculosis  Health  Visitor,  in  addition  to  128  primary^ 
visits  made  1182  re-visits  to  old  cases.  1743  visits  were  paid  by- 
the  Cavell  Nurses,  153  of  which  were  made  for  temperature-pulse 
records  for  diagnostic  purposes;  the  remainder  were  for  home 
nursing. 

Institutional  Treatment. 

(i.)  Thirty-five  beds  are  reserved  at  Kelling  Sanatorium 
and  9  for  women  at  Bramblewood  Sanatorium.  Patients  were 
also  treated  at  Papworth  'Village  Settlement,  Nayland  Sana¬ 
torium,  The  Children’s  Sanatorium,  Holt,  and  the  Norfolk  and 
Norwich  Hospital. 

(ii.)  Isolation  Hospital — 2  blocks,  each  giving  12  beds  for 
males  and  12  for  females  was  the  pre-war  arrangement,  but  this 
has  had  to  l^e  modified  as  required,  but  more  patients  were  treated, 
than  in  1942  and  1943. 

(iii.)  Cases  of  surgical  tuberculosis  in  adults  were  treated  at 
Papworth  Village  Settlement,  the  Royal  Sea  Bathing  Hospital, 
Bracknell,  Ipswich  Isolation  Hospital,  the  Royal  National 
Orthopaedic  Hospital,  Manfield  Orthopaedic  Hospital,  North¬ 
ampton,  and  the  Norfolk  &  Norwich  Hospital.  Children  were 
treated  at  Cawston  Manor,  the  Lord  Mayor  Treloar  Cripples^ 
Hospital,  Alton,  the  F'letcher  Convalescent  Home  and  the  Local 
general  hospitals.  Three  Lupus  patients  w’ere  sent  to  London 
Hospital  and  made  56  attendances.  Twelve  patients  made  455' 
attendances  for  light  treatment  at  the  Norfolk  &  Norwich 
Hospital.  1017  artificial  pneumothorax  refills  were  given  in 
respect  of  37  patients. 
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(iv.)  The  Woodlands  Hospital  was  also  utilised  when 
necessary  for  pulmonary  and  non-pulnionary  cases. 

The  total  number  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  cases  treated  in 
Institutions  of  her  than  the  Woodlands  Hospital  was  97  adult 
males,  52  females,  and  1  child.  Non-pulmonary  cases  who 
received  treatment  in  institutions  outside  the  city  were  8  adult 
males,  1  female,  and  8  children.  Three  adult  males,  2 
adult  females,  and  16  children  were  treated  in  the  local  general 
hospital.  Institutional  treatment  is  provided  free  to  all  patients 
irrespective  of  means. 

Domiciliary  Treatment. 

Extra  nourishment  was  supplied  in  necessitous  cases  on  the 
lecommendation  of  the  Clinical  Tuberculosis  Officer,  and  orders 
were  given  for  the  supply  of  50,457  pints  of  milk,  364  eggs,  and 
36  lbs.  of  Oil  and  Malt.  Clothing  and  bedding  have  also  been 
given  in  a  few  cases;  pocket  sputum  flasks  and  disinfectants  are 
given  for  the  ready  disposal  of  infected  sputum.  ’  The  disinfec¬ 
tion  of  rooms  vacated  by  patients  has  been  carried  out 
gratuitously. 

Housing,  Etc. 

vSixteen  families  were  re-housed  on  my  recommendation. 

Maintenance  Allowances. 

As  outlined  in  the  Ministry  of  Health  Memorandum  266  /  T, 
Maintenance  and  Discretionary  Allowances,  and  in  some  cases 
special  payments,  were  granted  to  certain  patients  suffering  from 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  who  were  undergoing  treatment  as 
recommended  by  the  Clinical  Tuberculosis  Officer.  Chronic 
cases  are  not  included  in  the  .scheme,  but  only  those  for  whom 
treatment  means  an  interruption  of  earnings  or  other  income. 

Applications  for  assistance  were  granted  to  53  persons  dur¬ 
ing  the  year.  Applications  were  also  received  from  the  following 
cases  ,and  not  granted  :  — 2  chronic  cases  in  respect  of  whom  the 
Clinical  Tuberculosis  Officer  did  not  recommend  the  allowance; 

1  man  died  before  his  application  was  dealt  with;  2  persons  did 
not  give  up  remunerative  employment;  2  cases  in  which  the  in¬ 
come  exceeded  the  scale;  and  1  married  female  who  was  in  receipt 
of  an  Army  allowance.  In  this  case  the  Ministry  of  Health  con¬ 
sidered  she  was  not  eligible  for  the  allow^ance.  In  3  other  cases 
the  Clinical  Tuberculosis  Officer  recommended  the  allowance: 
the  persons  concerned  were  supplied  with  the  forms  but  they  did 
not  complete  them. 

Twenty-eight  persons  were  receiving  the  allowances  on 
31st  December,  1944. 
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CANCER. 

The  Cancer  Act,  1939,  came  into  operation  on  the  29th 
March,  1939,  but  owing  to  the  War,  Cocal  Authorities  have  at  the 
moment  been  given  until  31st  March,  1946,  to  submit  their 
arrangements  for  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  the  disease  to 
the  Minister  of  Health. 

Facilities  are  available  at  the  Norfolk  &  Norwich  Hospital 
for  the  operative,  radium  and  deep  X-ray  Therapy  treatment  of 
Cancer.  This  hospital  is  the  Regional  Radium  Centre  for  this 
district  and  has  a  loan  from  the  Radium  Commission  of  410  milli- 
gramms  of  radium.  Cancer  cases  are  also  admitted  to  Woodlands 
Hospital. 


WELFARE  OF  THE  BLIND. 

(For  year  ended  31st  March,  1945.) 

Thirty-eight  persons  were  examined  for  blindness.  Twenty 
were  certified  blind.  Eighteen  cases  on  the  observation  register 
were  re-examined;!  was  certified  blind,  making  a  total  of  21 
new  cases  registered.  Seven  persons  were  transferred  in  from 
other  districts. 

Thirty-five  names  were  removed  from  the  register,  29  due  to 
death  and  4  persons  removed  to  other  districts.  Four  blind 
persons  were  re-examined;  2  of  whom  were  de-certified.  There 
were  186  males  and  193  females  on  the  register  on  the  31st  March, 
1945.  Of  these,  37  males  and  9  females  were  in  employment; 
20  males  and  22  females  in  Institutions;  4  males  and  1  female 
under  training;  1  male  and  1  female  are  at  the  East  Anglian 
School  for  Blind  and  Deaf  Children  (Evacuated  to  Wales). 

;£14,720  5s.  3d.  was  paid  during  the  year  to  a  weekly  aver¬ 
age  number  of  238  unemployable  and  other  necessitous  blind 
persons  and  their  dependants.  233  blind  persons  were  receiving 
allowances  on  the  31st  IMarch,  1945.  Sums  received  from  other 
Authorities  under  Section  3  of  the  Blind  Persons  Act,  1938,  and 
in  connection  with  War  Evacuees  amounted  to  £661  3s.  5d.,  and 
£1281  8s.  7d.  was  paid  to  other  Authorities. 

No  change  was  made  in  the  rates  of  payments  to  the  Norwich 
Institution  for  the  Blind. 

The  Home  Teachers  paid  5061  visits  and  gave  457  lessons  in 
Handicrafts,  Braille  and  Moon  at  the  homes  of  blind  persons. 
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'They  also  conducted  an  i^formal  class  in  Handicrafts  at  Church¬ 
man  House  on  one  half-day  each  week.  About  10'  persons  attended 
regularly  and  received  201  lessons  in  Knitting,  Straw  Baskets, 
Pulp  Cane  and  Seagrass.  An  average  of  6  persons  also  attended 
a  Talking  Book  Machine  Class  held  at  Churchman  House  on 
Thursday  afternoons. 

Five  all-mains  sets,  2  battery  sets,  and  161  “Relays”  are  in 
use  by  blind  persons  through  the  British  Wireless  for  the  Blind 
Fund.  Free  “Relay”  Service  has  now  been  arranged  in  12  cases 
where  blind  persons  had  a  “Relay”  installed  prior  to  blindness. 
Batteries  and  other  accessories  can  be  purchased  through  the 
Health  Department  from  the  British  Wireless  Fund  for  the 
Blind  at  reduced  prices.  The  Southern  Regional  Association 

for  the  Blind  makes  grants  for  the  maintenance  of  Wireless  Sets 
;and  Relays.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
SCHOOL  MEDICAL  OFFICER 


(1)  Staff.  Medical.  Three  changes  occurred  in  the  whole- 
^ine  temporary  medical  staff — Dr.  Cristina  Austin  left  on  the 
8th  February,  Dr.  F.  A.  McGennis  on  the  21st  March,  and  Dr. 
Violet  Jewson  on  the  30th  March.  To  fill  these  vacancies  Dr.  R. 
A.  I\I.  Hamerton  commenced  duty  on  the  20th  April,  Dr. 
E.  Eejbo\vicz  on  the  9th  June,  and  it  was  arranged  for 
Dr.  D.  Eglington  to  commence  duty  on  the  1st  January,  1945. 
In  addition  Drs.  IMrs.  ]M.  Rudledge,  Mrs.  A.  K.  Townsley, 
IMrs.  A.  iMaxwell  and  vS.  English  assisted. 


Dental.  No  successor  was  appointed  to  Mr.  D.  Peden 
Wilson,  who  resigned  in  August,  1942. 


Nuts  mg.  Health  Visitors  and  School  Nurses  numbered  15, 
including  3. temporary  part-time.  This  also'  included  2  temporary 
School  Nurses,  1  part-time.  Miss  M.  E.  Johnston  and  T\[iss  B.  G. 
Williamson  were  still  serving  with  H.M.  Forces.  In  addition, 
tliere  was  a  Tuberculosis  Visitor  and  School  Nurse.  Miss  E. 
Cooke  assisted  as  part-time  Orthopaedic  Masseuse  for  2-3  sessions 
per  week  until  18th  November,  and  Miss  D.  M.  Batchelor  also 


assisted  in  the  same  capacity  for  about  2  sessions  per  week  from 
I^Iarch  until  November.  Miss  B.  J.  Horsfall  commenced  duty  as 
full-time  Orthopaedic  Masseuse  on  the  6th  November.  Two  at¬ 
tendants,  including  1  part-time,  were  engaged  on  the  cleansing'  of 
children^  heads  and  in  the  Scabies  Clinic. 


Clerical.  The  clerical  staff  in  the  Public  Health  Department 
numbers  39  whole-time  and  1  part-time.  This  includes  4  engaged 
wholly  and  2  partially  on  School  Medical  work,  5  on  Civil  De¬ 
fence  (including  the  part-time  clerk)  and  10  in  the  office  of  the 
Senior  Sanitary  Inspector.  Twm  clerk-attendants,  1  part-time 
(also  engaged  on  other  clerical  duties  part-time)  were  also  en¬ 
gaged  in  the  Dental  Clinic. 
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(2)  War=time  Changes.  Staff.  Two  of  the  medical  officers 
are  partially  engaged  on  Civil  Defence  work.  The  Civil  Defence 
duties  are  performed  in  and  out  of  hours.  With  one  exception, 
the  clerical  staff  is  entirely  temporary  and  continues  to  change 
as  more  members  are  called  up. 

Schools.  Colman  Road  Infants’  School  was  used  as  a  First 
Aid  Post  up  to  the  end  of  the  year,  but  vStuart  School  wms  vacated 
in  hel^iruary.  Duke  Street  School  is  no  longer  used  as  an  Ambu¬ 
lance  Depot  but  continues  as  a  ffias  Cleansing  Centre  as  ^vell  as 
Angel  Road  and  Takenham. 

Clinics.  Clinics  functioned  normally  with  the  exception  of 
the  Orthopaedic  Clinic  which  had  no  i^ermanent  or  even  full-time 
Temporary  Nurse  for  the  greater  part  of  the  year. 

Evacuees .  There  was  a  large  influx  of  official  evacuees 
during  tlie  year  from  the  London  Area.  It  is  known  that  824 
evacuees  of  school  age  arrived  in  the  City.  All  Oovernment  or¬ 
ganised  Parties  were  inspected  on  arrival  and  all  school-age 
Evacuees  were  inspected  or  re-inspected  before  admission  to 
School.  134  school  children  were  found  to  1^e  verminous  and  had 
to  be  cleansed  before  attending  School. 

Health  of  Children.  The  health  of  the  children  continues 
very  good,  the  only  unsatisfactory  features  being  the  continued 
prevalence  of  Scabies  and  the  recurrence  of  Ringworm  of  the 
Scalp.  Scabies  reached  a  new  peak  at  357,  compared  wdth  307  in 
1043,  and  23  in  1938,  but  accuracy  of  diagnosis  may  appreciably 
affect  these  figures.  There  were  9  cases  of  Ringworm  of  the 
Scalp,  not  all  of  which  appears  to  have  been  imported,  and  in  4 
cases  the  source  of  infection  could  not  be  traced.  One  case  was 
cured  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

With  regard  to  Infectious  Diseases,  the  number  of  cases  of 
Diphtheria  and  of  vScarlet  Fever  was  almost  halved  at  43  and  151 
respectivehg  wdth  no  mortaliW.  Measles  showed  a  sharp  drop  at 
167  compared  with  514  in  1943.  and  85  cases  of  laundice  were 
notified.  There  was  again  only  I  case  of  Dysentery  notified. 

No  case  of  pulmonary  Tuberculosis  occurred,  and  13  cases  of 
non-pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  recorded  compared  with  10  in 
1943  and  16  in  1942. 

I  ncleanliness  of  the  head,  which  had  steadily  increased  since 
the  beginning  of  the  war,  appears  to  have  passed  its  peak  of  670 
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cases  in  1943,  there  being  only  598  cases  in  1944  (excluding  134 
Evacuees) ,  and  468  in  1942. 

Clothing  and  footwear  in  quite  a  number  of  children  is  still 
unsatisfactor}^  Juvenile  delinquency  again  showed  an  increase 
291  cases  (239  boys  and  52  girls) ,  compared  with  271  in  1943. 

There  were  12  deaths  between  the  ages  of  5  and  14  years,  as 
■compared  with  18  in  1943.  The  causes  of  death  were  : — Miliary 
T.B.  1,  T.B.  Meningitis  1,  Broncho-pneumonia  2,  Heart-failure 
following  asthmatical  attack  1,  Haemorrhage  following  injuries 
caused  by  accidental  explosion  1,  Road  Traffic  Accident  1,  Acci¬ 
dental  Drowning  1,  Encephalitis  1,  Volvulus  of  the  small  intestine 
1,  Status  Epilepticus  1,  Cerebellar  Abscess  and  Otitis  Media  1. 

There  is  no  change  in  the  conduct  or  regime  of  the  certified 
special  schools.

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8869  attendances  were  made  during  the  year  at  the  Minor 
Ailments  Clinic,  and  the  Saturday  morning  “special”  Clinics  at 
Churchman  House,  and  49,242  at  the  District  Clinics,  exclusive 
of  attendances  for  the  treatment  of  discharging  ears. 

Treatment  of  Otorrhcea. 

24  new  cases  were  referred  to  the  Har  Specialist  during  the 
year.  8  cases  recurred  and  117  continued  from  the  previous  year. 
At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  166  cases  on  the  books. 


Dental  Inspection  and  Treatment. 

The  Senior  School  Dental  Officer  Reports  :  — 

There  has  been  very  little  change  to  note  in  1944 ;  in  spite  of 
efforts  to  obtain  a  third  Dental  Officer  we  have  been  unsuccessful. 
We  have  not  been  able  to  inspect  the  School  children  annually, 
but  where  the  parents  and  children  have  appreciated  the  treat¬ 
ment,  they  have  been  encouraged  to  come  to  the  Clinic  every 
three  months  for  re-inspection,  and,  it  is  encouraging  to  record 
the  number  who  have  availed  themselves  of  the  opportunity.  The 
private  Dental  Surgeon,  who  for  so  many  years  has  been  of  such 
help  to  us,  is  still  most  willing  to  assist  when  necessary. 

Orthopedic  Treatment. 

246  new  cases  (inementary)  and  78  new  cases  (vSecondary) 
were  referred  during  the  year,  while  131  Elementary  and  34 
Secondary  cases  were  discharged  as  fit.  489  Elementary  and  158 
Secondary  scholars  continued  treatment  from  the  previous  year. 
3  were  treated  in  Orthopaedic  Hospitals  and  19  in  General 
Hospitals. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  961  Elementary  and  258  vSecondary 
cases  were  under  observation  or  treatment. 

In  addition  161  cases  under  school  age  were  under  observa¬ 
tion  or  treatment  at  the  end  of  the  year  and  21  cases  under  School 
age  were  discharged  as  fit  during  the  year.  19  cases  above  school 
age  and  whose  treatment  was  continued  under  the  Health  Com¬ 
mittee  were  kept  under  observation  or  treatment  during  the  year. 

Tuberculosis  Cases.  One  new  case  attended  the  Clinic,  and 
18  other  cases  continued  attendance  from  the  previous  year.  The 
diagnoses  in  these  cases  were  Hip  9 ;  Knee  1 ;  Spine  6 ;  Other 
Bones  and  Joints  3. 
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Under  war  conditions  there  is  the  greatest  difficulty  and 
delay  in  getting  surgical  boots  and  appliances  made — under 
present  conditions  it  may  take  anything  from  6  to  12  months.. 
There  is  also  delay — although  to  a  lesser  extent — in  having  shoes, 
wedged.  This  may  take  some  weeks  and  unless  the  child  has, 
two  pairs  of  shoes,  the  parent  is  unwilling  to  have  the  wedging 
carried  out.  Furthermore  there  is  considerable  difficulty  in 
getting  many  of  the  children  to  attend  and  re-attend  this  clinic..

Uncleanliness. 

The  School  Nurses  made  47,607  examinations  in  the  Element¬ 
ary  Schools  and  2497  in  the  Secondary  Schools.  473  Elementary 
and  20  Secondary  School  Scholars  were  found  unclean  by  the 
School  Nurses.  Statutory  Notices  were  served  under  Section  73 
of  the  Norwich  Cor]>oration  Act,  1933,  on  parents  in  respect  of 
1  %'  of  the  children  examined.  (This  percentage  figure  is  based 
on  the  number  of  individual  children  found  unclean  b}^  the  School 
Nurses  onhb  . 
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A  total  of  6G3  notices  were  served  concerning  598  children, 
including  those  found  by  the  School  Medical  Olhcers  and  School 
Nurses,  and  these  cases  were  dealt  with  as  follows: —

22  parents  were  prosecuted  in  respect  31  children.  Fines 
varying  from  2/6  to  10/-  were  imposed.  Letters  of  warning  were 
:sent  in  24  cases.  143  other  cases  of  uncleanliness  were  dealt  with 
at  the  Clinic,  no  Statutory  Notices  being  issued.  134  of  these 
cases  were  Evacuees. 

(4)  Infectious  Diseases.  The  number  of  cases  of  Diphtheria 
was  almost  halved  at  43,  there  being  no  deaths.  Of  the  43  cases, 
only  14  were  immunised. 

Scarlet  Fever,  Measles  and  Mumps  were  considerably  re- 
^duced  whilst  Rubella,  Chicken  Pox  and  Whooping  Cough  showed 
an  increase. 

During  the  year  1133  new  cases  (458  school  children  and  675 
others)  were  immunised  against  Diphtheria.  1510  final  tests — 
759  school  children  and  751  others — were  made,  of  which  27 
school  children  and  14  others  gave  positive  results.  From  1935, 
the  year  in  which  Diphtheria  Immunisation  Clinics  commenced 
in  Norwich,  a  total  of  16,318  cases  have  been  injected,  and  12,209 
cases  have  produced  negative  results  after  a  final  Schick  test. 
Approximately  9127  of  the  children  attending'  school  at  the  end 
of  tlie  year  had  been  immunised — that  is,  58‘2%.  241  school 

children  and  26  under  school  age  received  supplementary  doses. 

425  children,  of  whom  411  were  under  school  age,  were 
vaccinated  against  Whooping  Cough. 

8  cases  and  4  contacts  of  Scarlet  Fever,  9  cases  and  1  contact 
of  Measles,  2  cases  of  Chicken  Pox,  and  1  case  of  Jaundice  were 
reported  from  private  schools. 

(5)  Provision  of  Meals.  On  31st  December,  1813  Elementary 
and  249  Secondary  school  vScholars  were  receiving  milk  on  the 
recommendation  of  a  Medical  Officer ;  570  Elementary  and  100 
Secondary  school  scholars  similarly  were  receiving  meals. 
Children  receiving  milk  or  meals  on  the  recommendation  of  a 
Medical  Officer  are  re-examined  every  few  months. 
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All  the  schools  made  use  of  the  Milk  Marketing-  Board’s 
scheme.  Invalid  children  under  the  Visiting  Teacher  continued 
to  have  voluntary  milk. 

2377  Elementary  and  523  Secondary  School  children  were 
also  receiving  meals  under  voluntary  arrangements. 

In  1942  the  Education  Committee  inaugurated  a  scheme 
whereby  children  receiving  meals  could  attend  at  the  Dining 
Rooms  during  the  holidays.  The  arrangements  were  continued 
■throughout  the  year,  but  the  results  as  shown  in  the  following 
'.table  were  disappointing : —

Epileptic  Children.  During  the  year  1  boy  was  admitted  to 
Lingfield  Colony  and  1  boy  remained  at  St.  Elizabeth’s  Roman 
Catholic  Home  for  Epileptics,  INIuch  Hadham. 

Mental  Defectives.  dO  boys  and  IH  girls  were  examined  for 
mental  dehciency.  10  boys  and  2  girls  were  recommended  for 
the  Dull  or  Backward  Class,  3  boys  and  9  girls  for  the  Special 
Day  School,  2  boys  and  1  girl  for  reference  to  the  Mental  Treat¬ 
ment  Committee,  7  boys  and  6  girls  to  remain  at  ordinary  school, 
3  boys  to  remain  at  and  1  boy  for  admission  to  the  Special  Day 
School  (Section  for  Physically  Defectives) ,  3  boys  for  admission 
to  Residential  Special  School,  and  1  boy  to  be  taught  by  the 
Visiting  Teacher.

Residential  Special  Schools  for  Mental  Defectives.  One  boy 
was  admitted  to,  and  1  boy  left  Residential  Special  Schools  for 
Mental  Defectives  during  the  year.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  6 
boys  and  3  girls  were  in  attendance  at  Special  Schools. 
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Open  Air  School. 

(a.)  Mental  Defectives.  These  are  accommodated  at  the 
Colman  Road  Special  School  in  a  vSpecial  Section  and  are  referred 
to  on  the  preceding  page. 

(b)  Physical  Defectives.  The  average  attendance  for  the 
year  was  169  8.  At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  99 
children  attending  under  Dr.  Riddel’s  supervision ;  36  were  ad¬ 
mitted;  30  boys  and  12  girls  were  discharged.  56  boys  and  37 
girls  remained  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

82  boys  and  53  girls  attended  Dr.  Boston’s  section ;  19  boys 
and  14  girls  were  admitted.  24  boys  and  17  girls  left  during  the 
year.  58  boys  and  36  girls  were  on  the  register  at  the  end  of 
the  year.
